Now next T would like to auote word for word the 
next two paragraphs of this sworn statement. 

COMMISSIONER NEAVE: Is that paragraph 3? 

DR. PELCKMANN: Yes, starting with "After the case had been solved," 
because those words give the general attitude of the division commander and the 
unit.

before such a Special Court. Within a period of about 14 hours I saw three 

or four SA leaders, They went straight and in a strict position, however they 
stared ahead and their faces were drawn. After about 10 minutes the same SA 
leaders were brought out from the side building of the Court House after they 
had been sentenced by the Special Court and were brought behind the Gymnasiun, 
which was at the end of the barracks yard. Here too these SA leaders went 
straight and true but some of them mace a very nervous and some of them a 
broken impression. Behind the Gymnasium these men were shot by commandos of 
the Leibstandarte," 

Paul Schmalfeld, who makes this affidavit, was a member of the Regular-53 
between June 1933 and November 1935. He states cuite generally that the SS was 
alerted on the 30th of June 1934 but otherwise did not go into action. 

M. MONNERAY: I think perhaps that is not cuite a correct trans- 
lation. According to the affidavit, the SS was mobilized in a certain way 
in order to cooperate in the events of this day. 

COMMISSIONER NEAVE: There is a reference to the SS Sturm 1/75 
being "alerted" but what Y. Monneray is suggesting is that they were alerted 
in order to assist in this incident. I don!t think there is anywhere it says 
that, "here does it say that? 

M. MONNERAY: On page 2, second paragraph. It says that the men 
of the 55 Standarte 75 were sent to the Tempelhoferfield; that one member of 
the Special Court was a higher SS Leader and that the people were shot by the 
Leibstandarte, which is also a part of the SS.

The Decree and ^irecti^on of tho evacuation of the civil population from Lorraine 
wos undor ?^irecti^n of Gauloiter Buerkecle The VDMS was not informed by Gau- 
leiter Buerkel of the measures that he was taking., It was only at the end of 
1941 that the VDMS was informed of this, accidentally, throuch a conversation 
of a representative of the Reichs omen Leadershir. The VDMS, ac'ordinr to 
Brueckner who made this affidavit, thercupon immediately mace a report to the 
Chief for Strenrthenine of German Nationality anc comrlainec about this entire 
mattere Himmler thereupon immediately requested that the evacuation cease. 
That was turned cown since Buerkel stated that Himmler, as the Keichs Commissar 
for tho Strengtheninz of German Nationality, did not have any jurisdiction over 
him anc that he would take orders only from the Fuehrer directlye I want to 
provo with this affidavit that the Volksdeutsche 1115561556116 could not he 
blamed for the evacuation of civilian persons, especially in this one particue 
lar section, that is, Lorraine,"

Now I have read this through and I suggest that you should read a surmary of 
the events that are recorded on pages 1, 2 and 3, down as far as the last part 
of page 3, where the witness cives his own surmarye I don't think ve need 
reac out the whole of this story. 

Di. FELCKMANN: F agree with you but I would like to quoto one 
especially important part which starts with the following words, end I quote: 
"Most men stood" down as far as "these men were shot by commandos cf the 
Loi»standarte," 

COMMISSIONER NSAVEs Well, you nay read that passae and then read the 
sumiary made by the witness himself at the end, 

BY DR, ISIOK/ANN: 

"iost men stood in front of a side building in a courtyard in which a 
Special Court was meeting. This Special Court consisted of threo ren, according 
to the information of the men that were standing aroudn: 1) a city or army 
corps commander of Berlin; 2) a Police President of Berlin; and 3) a Hirher SS 
Ieader,. The nares of these three men were known to me atthat time but I do not 
remerber them nowe I do not know who was in charge of this Special Court, 

AG intervals of 10 to 30 minutes, SA leaders were brought before this Court, 
These SA leaders arrived incivicually in small cars at the barracks and were 
accompanied by four armed men of the Leibstandarte to the Special Courte Comrade: 
told us that according to an order of the Fuchrer, all SA leader S, Sturnfuehrer 
and higher, were to be taken into protective custody and that every SA leader 
who opposed his arrest, even to a small cxtent,would come before such a Special 
Courte Within a period of about 1ğ hours I saw three or four SA leaders, They 
went straight and in a strict position, however they stared ahead and their 
faces were drawn. After about 10 minutes the same SA leaders were brought out 
from the side building of the Court House after they had been sentenced by the 
Special Court and were brought behind the Gymasium, which was &t the ond cf the 
barracks yarde Here too these SA leaders went straicht and true but some of 


them mace a ve nervous and some of them a broken impression. Behind the 
1 


Gynnnsiun these men were shot by commandos of the Leibstandarte,!! 
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Paul Schmalfeld, who makes this affidavit, was a member cf the Necular-SS 
between June 1933 and Novenber 19356 He states quite (enor-liy that the SS 
was alerted on the 30€h of June 193 but otherwise did not go into acti n, 

M. MONNERAY: I think perhaps that is not quite a correct translatione 
According to the affidavit, tho SS was mobilized in a certain way in order to 
cooperate in the events of this daye 

COMMISSIONER NEAVE: There is areference to the SS Stum 1/75 being 
"alerted"! but what Me Monneray is sug: esting is that they were alerted in order 
to assist in this incident. I donft think there is anywhere it says that. There 
docs it say that? 

Me MONNERAY: On pace 2, second paracraphe It says that the men of the 
SS Standarte 75 were sent to the Tempelhoferfields that one member of the Special 
Court was a higher SS Leader and that the people were shot by the Leibstandarte, 
which is also a part of the SSe

COMMISSIONER NEAVE: To be quite fair about | 
merbers of the SS Standarte 75 returned from the Tempelhoferfield, several of 
them had bad feet, and that they cave up all their arms in the barrackse That 
is how I read ite But what is it you want, Me Monneray, do youwant him to read 
something else?

COMMISSIONER NEAVE: Yes, but you used the word "cooperates" Let's 
be fair as to the meaning of this, which is a rather wide interpretation of the 
trand ation of "aufreloester Ordnung" which I understand means close ordcre 
Interpreter, what is your translation of that? 

INTERPRETER: The exact translation would be "dissolved order" or 
"dissolved law and ordor," 

COMMISSIONER NEAVEs It dces not mean close order? 

DR. PELCKMANN: No, not close ordcre 


COMMISSIONER NEAVE:Well, letts cut tnis shert. We really want to know 
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whether you wnt to rend out any morce 

Die PELOK' ANN: Yes, I dust wanted to propose that mysclfe 
BY DR, PELCK'ANN: 

" At the time of the 3Oth of June I was an SS Sturrmam in SS Sturn #1 
of the S9 Standarte 75 in Berlin, Karlshorste 

"On the 30th of Juhe 193); during the day I was outside of Berlin and 
returned around 8 o'clock to Karlshorst. There I found a Sturm Order of 0900 
of that morning, according to which I had to go to the Barracks cf the Leib- 
standarte Acolf Hitler in Berlin Lichtenfeldee I immediately put on my SS 
uniform and drove with the strect car from Karlshorst to Lichtenfeldee It was 
only in the streetcar that I saw from the headlines of the evening newspapers 
which were being read by people riding in the streetcar that Roehn hac attempted 
with his SA aputsch arainst Hitler and that the putsch attempt already had broken 
downe 

"I arrived withcut any further incidents between 2100 and 2200 at the 
barrack and there in tho barrack-yard found only about 100 to 150 SS men who 
hac come, just as I, too lato, Only few members of the Leibstandarte were seene 
Most of the SS Standarte 75 hlreacy had marched in the course of the day to 
Tempelhoferfield. We wore not used for any sort of duty in the barrack and 
stood around in the yard and discussed the day's happeningse The general 
information consisted only of the reports f the press and the racioe" 

COM ISSIONER NEVE: Wait a minute, Dr. Felckmamn, do you need to read 
any more than that? 

Drie FELCKMANN: I just wanted to see whether I had to read any more 
because of the objection by Mre Monneraye 

COMMISSIONER NEAVE: You might just read about the Standarte 75 at the 
Tempelhoferfielde Read up t^ "abcerebone" 

BY Die, PELCKMANN: 

"Shortly after midnicht the comrades of the SS Stancarte 75 returned from 
the Tempelhoferfield in a pretty dissolved order, Many persons with bad feet 
were among theme ost of them carried rifles, some of them also light machine 
guns.  Allweapons were thereupon handed over in the barrackse" 


He MONNERAY: I suggest that, if possible, he also reads the next two

COM ISSIONER NEAVEs: So I think you should just read the passages that 
Mr. Monneray suggests and thon ro on to the summary the witness makes himself.

" Tho non cescrimed thet they marched double time from Lichtenfelde to 
the Teielhoferfield and that they had received on the way rifles and light 
machine runs with shot and amaunition fron an cfficial State source. Whether 

his was a Reichswóhr or Police source I don't remember todg e They had 
participated in setting up road blocks at the Tonpelhoferfielde 

"Now summarizing I can say to the occurrences of the 30th cf June 1934 
from my own observation and information throuch my SS comrades, the following: 

l) The Allsemeine-SS did not carry cut any arrests or egecuti onse 

2) The Allremeine-SS carried ovt no executive measures and was only used 
for guarding and roadeblock services The actions which I obse rved wore carried 
out solely by tho members of the Leibstandarte» 

3) I do not know of any kind of shootinrs or clashes in Berline 

4) The Allceneine SS did not have any wes ons of its ovme They were 
handed out by the State Office on the 30th of June 193) and thereafter, that is 
on the same evening, they were handed in again in the barracks in Lichtenfelde 

5) Our Unit, which was 1/75 Karlshorst, did nct have my kind of training 
with weapons or shootinr. 

"I never heard later on in the SS any other description of the occurrences 
of the 30th of June 193l other than they were given to the German people, We, 


however, did not like the action against the SA, which we all constantly had 


considered as cur comradese However, we considered this hard blow as a correct 
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measure in order to keep up law and order and in order to securo the State 
security,"

COTISSIONZR NEAVEs I have already read part of that myself. why is 
it important? 

If, MONNERY > It secms to prove that the SS was used as a special troop 
for incidents within the Nazi Party anc to be used also in order to firht., 

The SS had special sort of barracks where they could be located for that purpose, 
called "Sturmlokale" 

DH. FEICKIANNs May I add that I agree with this request but for the 
opposite reasone The reason I want to do it is tecause first, it states in 
this part that the SS was called together after the end of business hours and 
that proves if the SS was a formation it would not be called toscther only 
after business hours; and, secondly, because they were called togethor in 
the Sturmlokal, because the Sturnlokal does not mean barrack or billets ut 


rather a restaurante 
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
